THE QUAVER IN HIS VOICE 
A friend of mine, a knowing man, writes to 
me: 
•'The other night I heard (President Ken­ 
nedy’s) Cuban speech in my car—alone. I could 
not believe I was hearing correctly the quaver 
in his voice. I don't believe, had I just walked 
up to a radio without advance warning. I would 
have known it was Kennedy speaking. The ora­ 
torical flourishes, the heavy Harvard accent . . . 
But it was hard, os I say, to believe that here 
was a President of the United States talking in 
one of the most critical periods of our history 
(probably the most) and scared to death " 
It just goes to show' how differently men re­ 
spond to the same thing. President Kennedy, in 
that Cuban speech, committed his nation to the 
prospect of immediate nuclear war, He committid 
unknown numbers of human beings to death. He 
knows, from personal experience, what death in 
war can do to a family. By one decision, by a few 
spoken words, by several signatures on docu­ 
ments, he gave up the immediate prospects of a 
negotiated peace. 
What does my friend W'ant? 
Does he expect the President to do a jig? 
Does he expect him to put on a politician’s smile? 
Of course, the President’* voice had in it a 
quaver, 
a tremor, a suppressed emotion. Of 
course, he was frightened by the consequences 
of his act. 
The country responded more realistically than 
anyone anticipated Practically, there is no oppo­ 
sition to the President’s blockade of Cuba; the 
only criticism has been that he waited too long. 
The NATO Powers have stood flimly with the 
United States. The Organization of American 
Stales has stood solidly behind the United States. 
Only U Thant, the Acting Secretary General of 
the United Nations, delivered a ridiculous speech 
which missed the point aitogether, namely, that 
the missile ba«s°s aimed at us from Cuban soil 
must be completely and totally dismantled.

organization 
expressed 
doubt 
today

government 
regulation would ever tx* com­ 
pletely eliminated from agricul­ 
ture. 
Russell S. Curtis, master of the 
State Grange, said “I doubt very 
much lf we will ever be able to 
get 
the government 
completely 
out of agrfcculturc, thus letting the 
law of supply arx! demand take 
over." 
"I cannot see how it is possible 
for farmers to operate on a .sup­ 
ply and demand basis, entirely," 
Curtis said, "unless all segments 
of our economy operate on the 
same basis.” 
Curtis, a Cazenovia dairy farm­ 
er, said he believed regulatory 
legislation was necessary to pro­ 
tect farmers and insure orderly 
marketing. 
He said that if all controls were 
immediately removed, "it would 
mean losing not only the so-called 
small, inefficient farmer but also, 
in the dairy field, the 50 - cow 
dairyman." 
He called on the government to 
practice the same efficiency it ex­ 
pected of the farmer, however. 
Curtis, in a speech prepared for 
the opening of the grange's 90th

here, 
also 
urged farmers to do their utmost 
to obtain a substantial lax-reduc- 
tion.

Board of Trustees of the State 
University will not block a sched­ 
uled speech at the University of 
Buffalo by an official of the Com­ 
munist Party, the board’s chair­ 
man says. 
Frank C. Moore said Monday 
that the university's policy does 
not exclude "a member of the 
Communist Party, as such, from 
being heard in an educational pro­ 
gram to examine all shades of 
political doctrine." 
To Talk W ednesday 
Moore commented in a letter 
Monday to Senate Majority Lead­ 
er Walter J. Mahoney. The power­ 
ful 
Republican 
legislator 
had 
asked the trustees to bar Herbert 
Aptheker, a member of the Com­ 
munist Party’s national Commit­ 
tee. from speaking at the univer­ 
sity. 
Aptheker is scheduled to ape ik 
Wednesday at the invitation of the 
university’s Student Association. 
He is the last in a series of five 
speakers 
representing 
various 
political ideologies. 
Mahoney, 
a 
Buffalo resident, 
had written Moore last week urg­ 
ing the trustees to invoke a 1956 
rule that denies "persons who ad­ 
vocate the overthrow of our gov­ 
ernment by violence...the privi­ 
lege of use of university facili­ 
ties." 
No Real Proof 
Moore, in his reply, said the U. 
S. Supreme Court had established 
in its opinions that "mere mem­ 
bership in the Communist Party" 
is not proof that a person advo­ 
cates overt hrow of the govern­ 
ment by violence. 
He said the court made the dis­ 
tinction between discussion of ab­ 
stract doctrine and advocacy of 
forcible overthrow of government. 
The latter is illegal, he said. 
and "it is to those engaged in 
such an illegal advocacy that the 
policy of State University denies 
its facilities." 
But Moore addl'd that an in­ 
quiry had "brought to light noth­ 
ing that would indicate Herbert 
Aptheker 
is 
disqualified 
as 
a 
speaker under the policy of State 
University." 
An earlier speaker on the pro­ 
gram 
was Sir Oswald Mosley, 
controversial leader of a Fascist 
movement in Great Britain be­ 
fore World War II. Mahoney ob­ 
jected to Mosley s appearance at 
the time.

Rocke­ 
feller’s Democratic-Liberal foe in 
the Nov. 6 voting, was on a one- 
day campaign swing that began in 
Ithaca and was to carry him 
through the Southern Tier. 
Both candidates return to New' 
York Citv tonight to stage inten­ 
sive, last-ditch drives for support 
in the crucial metropolitan area. 
Eisenhower, who gave his sup­

to the entire 
Republican 
ticket in the state, said Rockefel­ 
ler was “a man with whom I 
have been associated closely in of­ 
ficial positions of responsibility.” 
“I can testify to his integrity, 
the sharpness of his mind, his 
energy and his moral courage."

As a 
m atter of fact, we eat more in 
the last three months of the 
year than at any other time. 
Retail pork prices ih metro­ 
politan New Yolk markets have 
declined in recent weeks. For 
most cuts prices are at or near 
the levels of a year ago. 
A new leaflet, a seasonal buy­ 
ing guide for meat, has recently 
been published and is available 
free of charge. BUY TIMES FOR 
MEAT sets forth the seasons of 
plentiful supply of meats and 
shows graphically the high and 
low price jienods for 25 of the 
common cuts of lieef. pork, lamb, 
and veal. BUY TIMES is avail­ 
able in single copies or in bulk, 
and will bo useful for family 
and

buyers.

The cost per serving can help 
in selecting pork cuts. Recent 
prices at one New York City 
supermarket indicate that liver 
was by far the least expensive 
among the common pork cuts. 
The cost per serving for pork 
liver was only 8 cents. 
Smoked, 
re a d y -to -e a t 
ham 
had a cost per serving of 19 
cents. Smoked boneless Boston 
butt and loin roast had costs 
per serving of 22 cents. The most 
expensive cuts were loin chops 
and smoked calis at 25 cents per 
serving. 
While differences in cost per 
serving among pork cuts arc not 
great, savings will add up for 
large families. W atch for specials 
on pork for substantial reduc­ 
tions in cw t per serving. 
When you buy pork, consider 
these pointers: 
• White, fairly firm fat on 
pork is an indication of high 
quality. Such meat should have 
lean well-marbled with fat and 
bones of a porous texture and 
pinkish color. 
• Cooked, ready-to-eat pork 
products that are safe to eat 
without cooking will carry the 
information 
that 
no 
further 
cooking is needed, as well as the 
U. S. inspection stamp. 
• Pork variety meats, includ­ 
ing kidneys, liver, and tongue, 
are economical choices. 
Fresh pork should have the 
original wrapping removed and 
then lie stored loosely wrapped 
in the coldest part of the re­ 
frigerator. Plan to use it within 
a few days; variety pork cuts 
are more perishable than other 
pork cuts and should lie used 
as soon as possible, preferably 
within 2 days. 
Frozen pork should lie kept at 
0 degrees F. or lower and used 
within 3 or 4 months. Pork fat 
becomes rancid 
more quickly 
than that of other meats, hence 
frozen pork will not store as 
long as beef or lamb. Thaw froz­ 
en pork before cooking to insure 
uniform heat penetration. Using 
a meat thermometer will then 
assure you 
that 
the 
recom­ 
mended internal tem perature of 
185 degrees F. has been reached, 
indicating that the meat is well 
done. 
Pork is rich in nutrients. An 
average 3 4 ounce pork chop 
provides almost a third of the 
recommended daily allowance of 
thiamine for a normally active 
adult male. This is a larger 
amount than found in most other 
meats. A typical serving of pork 
also provides about the same 
amount of protein and other 
nutrients as other meats.

Cleanliness Clips 
Every so often, several news features are brought to my atten­ 
tion by the Cleanliness Bureau, an affiliate of the Soap and De­ 
tergent Association in New York City. While we realize full well 
that these tips are intended to spur the purchase of soaps and de­ 
tergents, the tips are nevertheless very good. 
Here are some of 
them: 
. , . remember to wash any straw or fiber rugs or mats before it 
gets too cold to work outdoors. Hose down each piece on the lawn, 
driveway or terrace. 
Then scrub with a brush or broom dipped 
into hot soap or detergent suds. 
Rinse with the hose, turn the 
piece over, and repeat on the other side. 
Hang it to dry over a 
fence or parallel clotheslines. 
Warm Bath for Fatigue 
When you work or play very hard during the day, take occa­ 
sional brief rest periods to keep your body from becoming over­ 
fatigued. If possible, lie down. This serves to relax your body and 
also helps the circulatory system overcome gravity. 
A comfortably warm bath in plenty of soapsuds is also relax­ 
ing and soothing after a day which has beeen tatiguing—either 
mentally or physically. Besides cleansing your body, the warm suds 
aid the muscles to dispose of waste materials produced during 
heavy activity. 
New Type Dish Towels 
Sometimes it pays to take a second look at those everyday 
things which arc usually taken for granted. 
For example, the lowly dishtowel now comes in a new two­ 
faced version 
fluffy terry cloth on one side for drying clean dishes, 
plain cloth on the reverse for polishing glassware.

Over the years he has made 
no use, been a pain in the neck, 
and often been dangerous.

It was sheer clumsiness for the

something more ingressive than 
a complete cave-in if the United 
States forced a showdown, as it 
did. 


Kremlin Conflict likely

Rickey Rejoins 
St. Louis. VV ill 
Develop Players 


ST. LOUIS (AP)—Branch Rick- 
ey, who rejoined the St. Louis 
Cardinals 20 years to the day aft­ 
er he left them, says bluntly he 
doesn’t expect a pennant contend­ 
ing Redbird team before 1965. 
Rickey, who left the Cardinals 
Oct. 29, 1942, to become president 
and general manager of the Brook­ 
lyn Dodgers, is now general con­ 
sultant on production and develop­ 
ment of Cardinal players. 
He said, “This club can’t be 
traded into a pennant. There aren t 
that many players around for 
trade. The players have got to be 
developed.” 
It was Rickey who relized many 
years ago that the Cardinals could 
not compete with richer teams for 
purchase of players. So he set up 
the Cardinal farm team system. 
Even the 1946 champions, the last 
Cardinal pennant winners were 
composed mainly of players the 
baseball genius developed. 
He said in a press conference 
Monday, “ I’m anxious for the 
team to win a pennant and 1965 
would seem to be a rational ob­ 
jective for one.” 
Rickey worked as field manager, 
business manager and vice presi­ 
dent of the Cardinals from 1917 
to 1942. 
Besides inventing the farm sys­ 
tem he is noted as the man who 
brought Negroes into baseball by 
getting Jackie Robinson on the 
Dodgers 
A year ago. Rickey suffered a 
heart attack while fishing in Can­ 
ada 
The illness and the death of his 
son. Branch Jr., led to his deter­ 
mination to return to St. Louis, 
where some of his family still 
lives.
